He  stated  that  until  late  June  1959  he  had  not  considered  UFO’s 
seriously  and  even  now  was  not  convinced  that  what  be  had  observed  in  the  sky 
v/ere,  in  fact,  UFO’s,  lln  ad<led  that  be  would  be  prepared  to  accept  any  logical 
explanation  for  the  phenomena.  He  did  not  appear  to  be  seeking  publicity,  and 
claimeu  that  the  report  was  made  public  by  his  superior  in  Dogura.  Further,  he 
ijQplied  that  the  press  and  flying  saucer  organizations  had  distt>rted  .some  of 
the  facts. 


c.  Previous  Experience  of  UFO’s;  l^ir.  QH^^^tated  that  llFO’s  iiave  been 
seen  regularly  in  the  Dogura/Boianai  area  over  a long  period  and  that  a number 
of  the  wi.ite  population,  including  government  officials,  professional  men  and 
miss ionariea , were  taking  an  active  interest  in  them.  The  first  occasion  that 
tb^^pSRVi^  had  heard  directly  of  UFO’s  operating  in  the  area  was  in  November 
1958  when  three  of  his  friends  in  Dogura  observed,  on  two  separate  occasions, 
lights  travelling  at  high  speed  and  at  high  altitude.  One  t»f  these  lights 
was  said  to  be  intermittent.

a.  Introduction  to  the  Boianai  Reporta;  The  reports  described  in  the 

following  pages  constitute  the  most  remarkable  testimony  of  intensive  UFO  , 

activity  reported  to  civilian  investigators  in  the  entire  history  of  UFO  re-  ^ 
search.  The  sightings  are  unique  in  that,  for  the  first  time,  credible  wit- 
nesses have  reported  the  presence  of  humanoid  beings  associated  with  UF0*s. 

One  important  aspect  of  the  Boianai  incidents  is  that  the  UFO^s  were 
observed  closely  by  the  witnesses  for  a total  period  of  some  hours;  accordingly 
the  reports  should  be  examined  exhaustively  for  some  clue  as  to  the  nature  and 
origin  of  the  craft,  and  for  possible  points  of  correlation  with  other  credible 
reports .

c.  Hel  lability  as  Witness:  VPSRS  investigators  found

and  the  implications  of  their  presence.  Prior  to  his  sightings  he  discounted 
the  possibility  of  their  existence  as  manned  craft.  He  exhibits  an  impressive  , 
scholarly  detachment  and  hi  a objectivity  is  evident  in  reading  the  report  which; 
follows  witliin.tiaflfilNHliVHHP  still  remains  reluctant  to  speculate  as  to  the 
origin  or  precise  nature  of  the  UFO's  - at  least,  until  he  has  had  an  oppor- 
tunity to  complete  some  research  into  the  subject.

d.  The  Corroborative  Witnesses:  These  numbered  up  to  a total  of  38  j 

persons  during  the  principal  sightings  at  Boianai,  27  of  whom  signed  the 
original  statement  examined  by  VFSRS  investigators.  The  witnesses  were  all 
Papuan  natives,  several  of  whom  were  educated  teachers  and  medical  assistants. 

e.  Background  to  the  Principal  Sightings;  The  Boianai  sightings  climaxed 
a relatively  short  but  remarkably  acute  period  of  UFO  activity  in  the  vicinity 
of  eastern  New  Guinea.  UFO's  were  observed  by  both  Paptian  natives  and 
Europeans.  Sightings  were  reported  by  educated  Papuans  and  by  totally  illi- 
terate oatives  relatively  tintouched  by  western  civilliatim  and  quite  ignorant 
of  "flying  saucers". 

f.  Ttobs  of  UFO  Sighted  at  Boianai  and  Range  of  Aerod^wiajiic  Performance: 


(1)  T’/pes:  Large,  manned  craft  with  eleborate  superstructure  and 

smaller  apparently  remote-controlled  discs  ivith  no  apparent  protuberiincen . 

(2)  Performance : llnvering,  peniiulum  swinging,  tr^meiuious  .ipurt.-4  of 
speed.  The  manned  UFO  observed  on  June  27th  was  seen  to  cross  the  Bay  at 
Boianai  (approximately  30  miles  wide)  in  less  than  a second.  Even  allowing 
for  the  admitted  inaccuracy  of  such  a calculation  made  by  scientific  laymen 
the  range  of  the  UFO's  performance  is  staggering.  The  reported  changes  of 
color  and  light  intensity  are  especially  interesting. 
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g.  Eyaluation  of  the  Boiaatti  Slghtinga;  It  is  subuiiited  that  the  following 
propositions  may  be  cited  as  established  by  these  sightiogs: 


(1)  The  principal  witness  is  veracious  and  psychologically  stable. 
This  is  admittedly  a subjective  impression  gained  by  investigators,  but  is 
supported  by  the  balance  of  probabilities  arising  from  a consideration  of  the 
witnesses  professional  standing  and  training.  The  legion  of  corroborative 
witnesses  supplies  supporting  testimony  of  an  objective  nature. 


(2)  The  Boianai  UFO^s  are  not  psychological  phenomena.  The  undoubted 
psychological  element  present  in  some  UFO  sightings  baa  been  demonstrated  by 
Jung  in  his  recent  treatise.  However,  the  limits  of  operation  of  this  factor 
are  atlll  undefined  and  it  would  appear  arbitrary  to  relegate  the  Boianai 
sightings  to  the  category  of  mass  hallucination.  The  reader  is  especially  re- 
ferred to  Father prefatory  remarks  within. 


(3)  The  Boianai  UF0*s  are  demonstrably  not  electrical  phenomena, 
meteors,  birds,  conventional  aircraft,  and  cannot  reasonably  be  attributed  to 
any  of  the  gajuut  of  accua tomed  physical  rationalizations. 


(d)  The  Boianai  UFO's  are  advanced  craft,  ntanned  by  humanoid  beings 
capable  of  a fantastic  range  of  aerodynamic  performance. 


(5)  The  Boianai  sightings  do  not  PllbVE 
non— terrestrial  spaceships;  they  indicate  a str< 
such.

e.  Unreliable  Observers:  Inexperience  in  astronomical  observation,  Ig- 

norauce  regarding  such  natural  phenomena  as  falling  stars,  meteors,  comets, 
electrical  disturbances  in  the  atmosphere;  the  appearance  and  usual  movements 
of  these. 


f.  Variation  in  descriptive  evidence  from  different  sources;  ^1)  Mis- 
interpretation due  to  inexperience  or  faulty  observation. 

(2)  Differences  in  interpretations  by  individual  observers  resulting 
from  different  experiences. 

(3)  Variation  in  distances  between  reliable  observers  and  the 
phenomena  sighted.  Independent  observers  have-  noted  and  reported  sightings 
from  as  far  as  twenty  miles  from  Boianai,  the  source  of  activity. 


In  absence  of  scientific  investigation  into  this  present  report, 
theory  and  hypothesis  should  be  made  with  note  to  the  following  relevant  facts 
concerning  the  conducting  of  the  main  part  of  the  observation  and  execution 
of  procedure  In  gathering  evidence  and  writing  the  report.

This  statement  was  drawn  up  by  him  a few 
minutes  after  the  observation. 


8.  The  UFO’s  sighted  on  28  June  1959  are 
different  in  appearance  from  any  previously  described. 


NOTE:  Tlie  reporter  not  being  a jiiatbematic  ian  has  attempted  cstiniates  of  size 

and  distances.  It  is  suggested  that  the  laeasurements  should  not  be  regarded 
as  indisputable.  In  this  respect,  as  result  of  further  practice  with  hand- 
measureaent  as  noted  later  in  the  report,  the  reporter  has  taken  the  liberty 
of  making  alteration  to  original  data.  The  UAITD-SPAN  which  originally  read  as 
8 inches  now  reads  as  1 i\re  inches.  Other  estimated  measurements  should 
should  therefore  be  adjusted  accordingly.

On  coming  out  of  the  house  at  one  O^clock  on  Sunday  morning  (21st  June) 

I saw  a bright  light  (white)  silently  coning  out  of  the  sky  from  a point  about 
a quarter  of  a mile  out  to  sea,  slightly  west  of  the  Boianai  station.  It  des- 
cended from  what  seemed  a great  height  and  I watched  it  for  the  space  of  about 
three  minutes  moving  and  descending  eastwards  and  parallel  to  the  coast.  It  * 
stopped  at  a point  a little  to  the  east  of  the  station  and  a height  of  about 
three  hundred  feet.  There  it  remained  stationary  for  perhaps  half  a minute  and 
gradually  decreased  in  brilliance  until  the  shape  of  an  inverted  saucer  could  be 
discerned,  which  was  tilted  slightly  backwards  with  part  of  the  Base  visible. 

The  object  then  moveil  upwards  and  disappeared  from  view  into  the  clouds. 


\fhen  first  sighteil,  [ thutight  it  to  have  been  a light  similar  to  those 
dropped  by  ^planes  during  the  war. 


P.S.  Underneath  the  saucer  I s<iw  about  four  round  black  spots. 


NOTE:  All  this  information  was  volunteered  without  any  knowledge  of  previous 

sightings  of  UF0*s  bylMBUpHl^,  and  when  questioned  afterwards, 
claimed  never  to  have  heard  of  "flying  saucers”.  I asked  him  if  he  was  quite 
sure  the  shape  of  the  object  was  like  an  inverted  saucer  and  was  not,  for  in- 
stance, the  shape  of  a plate,  or  like  a "sixpence",  or  "like  a ball".  He  was 
quite  certain  in  his  j^gd  that  it  was  more  like  a saucer  than  anything  else,
